@e Signing of a peace pact by the big powers within the United Nations,

Cuba to obtain the endorsement of the five points, which would be presented 
to congress scheduled to be held in Habana in March 195 The campaign, == 
which will begin on 19 February 1050, will entail the following: 


a Obtaining 300,000 signatures from all sections of the country and from 
‘all classes of the people endcrsing the five-point peace program.
